THE #ENATE. 
Wasuineton, May 19.—Mr. Kellogg 
Offered a resolution calling + upon 
the heads of the various executive 
departments for information as to the 
names of officers; clerks and employes. 
Mr. Plomb advocated the adoption of the 
resolution, believing that the offices-belong- 
ed to the people of the United Btates, and 
that they should be divided among the 
several states. He offered an amendment 
calling for further information as to how 
many of such clerks or employes served in 
the volunteer or regular service of the 
United States during the war of rebellion. 
After further debate by Mr. Brown in 
‘favor of, and Mr. Sherman in opposition to 
the resolution, Mr. Sherman moved to go

to, and Mr. Kellogg's resolution as amended 
was adopted.

' Mr. Beck said that some of the importing 
houses of New York were complaining of 
the orders issued by the consul at Liver- 
pool and other consuls who, instead of 
charging $2.50 for each invoice verified, 
chargea $275.

MAKES THE RACE MORE UNCERTAIN. 


Re-election Scheme Considered Almost 
Imporsible—Oonficting Ramors and (Opin- 
lons—Disconcerted Legisiatore— 
A Flood of Protests.

Wasnineton, May 19.—There is no longer 
-any doubt that a strong fight will be made 
against Conkiing and Platt and will have 
the sympathy of the administration. This 
is justified on the ground that Conkling 
declared Monday that he would regard his 
re-election asa rebuke tothe administra- 
tion and commission to make war against 
it to the end of Garfield’sterm. The puiicy 
of the administration will be to elect 
straight republican senators who will be in 
entire harmony with the party on all ques- 
tions. If this cannot be accomplished in 
this legislature, then the policy will be to 
prevent the election of Conkling and Platt 
even if the senatorial election has to be 
thrown over to the next legislature. 
The administration is confident and its 
confidence is based upon assurances from 
all parts of New York that the republican 
party of that state sustains the nomination 
of Robertson and the president’s course in 
regard to him; that New York republicans 
now consider it their duty to prevent any 
division in the party, and that the only way 
to do this is to support the administration. 
Therefore, it is believed that if the issue 
made by Conkling is submitted to the peo- 
ple next fall in the choice of a legislature, 
they will elect a body virtually instructed 
to choose senators whe will support the 
administration and labor for the success of 
the republican party. 

Conkling says nothing for publication 
about his policy, but the fact of his chief 
friends gathering at Albany to insist upon 
his re-election indicates that they are 
informed of his purpose. He is described 
as cooland as'game asever. The news 
hat the New York senate will refuse to go 
into election, if that be necessary to defeat 
1im, did not excite him or alarm him, his 
riends say. Heclaims to have known the 
eelings and wishes of his constituents and 
o have acted io accordance with them, and 
says he has no fear of their disapproval. 
Two republican senators, talking together 
to-day, agreed in the opinion that Conkling 
and Platt will be beateny They at first 
appreciated the full force and strength of 
the fight against them. 

(ine senator said that if the present New 
York legislature fails to elect, he believed 
that Conkling would take the field in New 
York next fallon issues of his own; that 
he will formulate his platform and include 
in it opposition to monopolies, and as a 
candidate before the people for election to 
the senate will pledge himself, if elected, 
to devote his great abilities entirely to the 
interests of New York. This senator also 
said that he bad heard Conkling talk in 
that line. He had heard him speak of the 
immense resources Of New York, and what 
rapid progress the empire state could make 
if her public men would devote themselves 
to her rather than to politics, Ona platform 
and principles of this character, this sena- 
tor believed that men of all parties would 
probably rally to Conkling and send him 
to the front again over all opposition. 
Another senator said that at the Chicago 
convention after Garfield’s nomination 
Conkling expr«ssed himself as disgusted 
with politics. Hesaid that it was a life of 
incessant toil and without “an adequate 
reward; that the men who fought and 
made the republican party were being cast 
aside for ‘‘camp followers,’ and he was 
thinking of retiring from politics; that he 
had been in public life the best part of his 
life; was poor, and he thought of retiring 
@ the practice of law, at which he could 
nake a tortune in a few years and spend 
he remainder of his life at ease. From 
his, the senator, who thus spoke, con- 
cluded that, perhaps,, Conkling did 
not care for re-election, but 
while Conkling talked that way after 
his disappointment at Chicago, the fight he 
has engaged in has changed his views as to 
retirement. It is a matter of pride with 
Lim to win now; to lose is to be forced into 
retirement, and he is too proud to submit 
to that. Whatever theories and surmises 
may be advanced, it can be stated as coming 
direct from Conkling that he is bent upon 
war. He maintains that he was first attacked ; 
that he honestly supportedGarfield and hel p- 
ed to elect him: that he did not on any occa- 
sion volunteer advice or ask any favor; that 
on every occasion he visited Garfield before 
and after his election, he was invited by the 
latter, and that only when his advice was 
asked did he giveit; that he began by giving 
the administration his hearty support and 
earnestly desired its success; that while 
he was doing this and when he believed 
that all was to be peace and har- 
mony for the good of the republican party, 
the president permitted himself to be used

THE DUKE OF AMERICA TAKKS PART IN THE 
FIGHT, 

NEw YorK, May 19.—The Herald to day pub- 
lishes the following letter from General Grant to 

Senator Jones, of Nevada: 

CriTy oF Mexico, April 24, 1881.—My Dear Sena- 
tor: I see by the latest dispatches received here 
from the capital of our country that the deadlock 
in organizing the senate is not yet broken, and 
that nothing has been done by the president to 
allay the bitterness which must be engendered by 
his most recent appointments. When the 
first batch of nominations for New York was sent 
in, I was delighted. I believed that the president 
had determined to recognize the republican par- 
ty, and not a faction; but his nominations of the 
next day convinced me that the first act was but 
a part of a deep laid scheme by somebody to pun- 
ish prominent leaders for being openly friendly 
to me. 

I cannot believe that General Garfield is the 
author of this policy. I give him credit for being 
too big aman to descend to such means for the 
punishment of men who gave him a hearty sup- 
port in his election, and who are disposed to give 
him the same support now, for the offense of 
having hada former preference for some one else 
for the office which he now holds. But General 
Garfield is president, and is responsible for all the 
acts of the administration. Conkling and Platt 
are the chosen senators from the great state of 
New York, and that, too, against all the opposi- 
tion of the administration created by the 
fame party that elected them. This should give | 
them all the stronger claim to be consulted in the 
matter of appointmentsin their state. When it 
comes to filling the most i: fluential office in the 
state without consulting the senators it is a great 
slight. When hé@ selects the most offensive man 
to be found it becomes an insult and ought to be 
resented to the bitter end. 

I sincerely hope that the president will see this 
and correct his mistake himself, and restore har- 
mony to the party. He owes this to himself, and 
to those without whom he could not have been 
elected. Nobody believes that he could have 
New York without 
sen- 
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carried the state of 
the active support 
ators. Their passive support would not have 
answered. Without the state of New York, Gen- 
eral Garfied would riot now be president, His 
rewarding Robertson is not only offensive to the 
New York senators, but it is offensive to New 
York republicans. 

The change of Badeau‘and Cramer, the two ap- 
pointments in which I felt a strong personal inter- 
est, was very distasteful to me—the first, because 
of our personal relations, and my wish that he 
should be k ept where his office would support him 
until he finished some work he is engaged upon, 
and which he could do without interfering with 
public duties. The second, 
because it was at the expense of 
removing the son of my old secretary of state, 
who probably never had his superior—certainly 
never for moral worth—in the department. It is 
true Mr. F.sh resigned, but he did this froma 
sense of honor—supposing it to be the duty of 
representatives abroad to give a new administra- 
tion the opportunity of saying whether they were 
wanted or not.

The Conflicting Forces. 


ALL ELEMENTS COMBINING AGAINST CONKLING, 
ALBANY, N. Y., May 19.—The senatorial situa- 
tion to-day is unchanged. The republicans say 

hey are ready to go into an election to fill the 
vacancies, but will have nothing to do with any 
caucus. They feel perfectly able to defeat the 
return of either Conkling or Platt unless the 
democrats go with the other side, but they will 
take chances, be.ieving that if the democrats fuse 
with the Conklingites, they (administration re- 

publicans) will beat both at the polis next fall. 

The Conklingites are strongly in favor 
of going into an election as soon as possible, and 
say that Conkling is out of the race—that he will 
not be a candidate. The democrats are opposed 
to the election, claiming that the question should 
be left to the people to decide at the next election. 
The probabilities are that there will be an elec- 
tion without any preliminary caucus on the part 
of the republicans. Goverpor Cornell and Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew are mentioned as candicates 
on the part of the republicans.

TRIES TO TELL WHAT HE KNOWS AbOlT IT.

The nearest man to Senator Conkling living, 
and probably the only one who shares his entire 
confidence, and yet is his most open political 
opponent, is his brother, Frederick A. Conk- 
ling, of this city.

Aa Interview With Senator Hill, in Whioh He 
Deals With Conservatism, Mahone, and the 
Blabbering Idiocy of Oonkling and 
Piatt—A Bourbon Disclaimer. 


Special correspondence of the Boston Traveller. 

Wasnineton, May 14.—The central figure 
on the democratic side of the senate during 
the sharp and acrimonious discussion of the 
present executive session of the senate, over 
the attempt of the republicans, with the 
aid of the vote of Senator Mahone, of Vir- 
ginia, to reorganize the senate, has been 
Senator Ben Hill, of Georgia. He was the 
first on the democratic side to throw down 
the gage of battle, and has been the leader 
in the policy to break the force of Senator 
Mahone’s independent attitude by charging 
a bargain between him and the republicans; 
and he has not hesitated to boldly ucter his 
convictions, 

In a recent private conversation with the 
Traveller correspondent, Mr. Hill took oc- 
casion to deny that he entertained extreme 
political opinions, or that he was i. any 
sense ‘a bourbon” ef the ideal northern 
cast. His entire conversation about the 
political issues of the past and present was 
so frank and interesting that the Traveller 
correspondent urged him to consent to allow 
the same to be reported at length, and he 
tinally gave his approval to this being done. 
The subjoined interview, therefore, is au- 
thoritative, and given with Senator Hill’s 
consent, and in his exact language. 
Traveller Correspondent—Do the demo- 
cratic senators intend to recommend dem- 
ocrats for appointment in democratic states, 
or choose between republicans? 

Senator Hill—My colleague and myself, 
so far as Georgia is concerned, considered 
this question calmly and fully before the 
beginning of President Garfield’s adminis. 
tration. We felt that the president, being 
a republican, would and ought as a-rule to 
appoint republicans to office, where he 
could get such as I have named, and we 
determined, if he desired our assistance in 
improving the civil service of the south, in 
good faith, to give him the assistance upon 
that basis and to recommend republicans; 
of course, if in any particular locality, or if 
for any particular office, such a republican 
as was desired could not be found, then a 
democrat should be selected, keeping in 
view always the good of the public service. 
| do not know what has been the intention 
of other demecratic senators, but my col- 
league and myself have gone so far as to 
say to members of the administration tbat 
we expected them to appoint republicans, 


and all we asked was that they appoint 
vood men. 

Traveller Correspondent—Can the presi- 
dent improve the civil service in the south ; 
and, if so, how? 

Senator Hill—Hecan greatly improve 
the civil service in the south, and precisely 
by the methods I have indicated in the last 
two answers. 

Traveller Correspoident—Has the present 
debate in the senate strengthened or 
weakened your party inthe south? How 
is the position of Mahone regarded? 
Senater Hill—The debate in the senate 
has greatly strengthened the democratic 
party inthe south. I have already ex- 
plained to you how the pusition of Mahone 
is regarded. He is regarded as simply a 
political trader, nota political refor.ver. 
The reform which is pretended to cover his 
trade is a reform in abler hands than his, 
and one that will be worked out certainly 
without his aid and, I hope, in spite of the 
demoralization which his trading has 
brought upon it. 

Traveller Correspondent—Will not the 
effect of Mahone'’s ‘‘departure’’ compel the 
democratic party to take more advanced 
ground and put itself squarely upon the 
platform of “‘a free ballot aad a fair count” 
Senater Hill—Mr. Mahone’s ‘‘departure’’ 
will have no such effect. Mr. Mabone’s 
coalition or departure, as you may call it, 
will have the effect in Virginia of compel: 
ling that class of republicans who are in 
favor of the honest settlement of the debt 
of the state either to vote with the demo-~ 
cratic party or not voteatall. They cannot 
under any circumstances follow Mahone 
Those democrats who believe that there 
ought to be a _ readjustment of the 
Virginia debt upon some basis 
which would authorize the payment of less 
than the full amount, and that such 
a compromise ought not to fail to be accept- 
ed by the creditors, will be compelled to 
abandon Mahone, because readjusterism 
itself, as far as the same can be considered 
honest and not for repudiation, will be 
demoralized by the odium of the bargain 
which everybody %elieves Mahone has 
made. Therefore honest republicans and 
readjuster democrats alike, in my judgment, 
will find themselves compelled to abandon 
Manon@ — 

I will state here tnat,if it be true thas 
the administration shall identify itself in 
southern politics with Mahone, it will do 
incomparable injury to any possible pros- 
pect of a respectable republican party in 
the south; it will ccmfirm the charge so 
frequently made that the republican party 
is willing to affiliate with repudiation or 
with anything else thaé will enable it to 
get party control of that country, simply 
for the purpose of the spoils and not with- 
out any view of the benefit of that people. 
In plain language, if the republican party 
everexpects to have an organization in the 
south, it must convince the thinking peo- 
ple of the south by its policy, that it desires 
to benefit that country, black and white 
alike, by extending constitutional justice 
and equality to all, and not by formin 
coalitions with repudiation ard soured an 
dissatisfied democrats for the purpose of 
getting party control of that country. 

I have just been informed that the post- 
master {general has said that he is going to 
use the patronage of his office in Virginia 
by giving it to readjusters with a view of 
thereby securing republican votes. He will 
make: a fatal mistake if he adopts such a 
policy. He will buy no republican votes in 
that way that are worth the purchase, and 
he will drive all honest men who despise 
political trading, into the democratic party 
or out of all parties, : 

Traveller Correspondent—Do you think 
the republicans will be able tosecure the 
reorganization of the senate at this session? 
Senator Hill—The republican party wil! 
not be able under any possible contin pre g 
to secure the election of Gornam and Rid- 
dieberger or any other officers of the senate 
at this session. Weare determined, as far 
as the democrats can prevent it by consti- 
tutional methods, that what we regard as a 
bargain with$Mahene shall not be consum 
mated. It saail not be done at this session 
of the senate beyond al! question. We 
believe that good morals and the benefit of 
all parties require that that thing should 
be repudiaied. I do not say Mahone has 
made a in, but Ido say that every 
man on the democratic side believes it; and 
for us, so believing, to consent to what we 
believe would be the consummation of a 
bargain would make us as guilty as if a bar- 
gain really existed. ‘Therefore we will not 
consent, 

Traveller Correspondent—How do you 
feel in regard to the contest over the b- 
ertson nomination? 

Senator Hill—Well, I do not think the 
democrats intend to make themselves par- 
tisans of Mr. Conklingor the president. We 
feel that there arecertain obligations which 
we owe to whoever is president that we must 
under all circugastaoces discharge and 
those obligations we will discharge. One 
thing which has caused doubt as to the 
democratic action heretofore, and which 
may cause it scilj, is the impression 
that the administration is a party to the 
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been getting up trouble with his party, and 
he has seized upon this debt question as a

Traveller Correspondent—Will that have 
any bearing on the Robertson case? 
Senator Hill—If the democrats believe 
that Mr. Garfield is a party to the Mahone 
bargain, doubtless some of them may be 
induced to vote against the administration, 
and others, the great body of them, will 
become indifferent and careless as to the 
result.

Wearein favorof giving 
the negro his fullright because the law 
requires it; because he ought to have it, 
and because his protection is our interest. 
I think the framers ofthe constitution 
committed agreat blunder in 1787 when 
they recognized slavery at all. I think 
they could have saved us agreat deal of 
trouble, if they had not recognized it; but 
the old democracy as I understand it, was 
in favor of surrendering fugitives from 
service because the constitution required 
it; now the new democracy must be in 
favor of giving the freedman his full and 
equal right because the constitution re 
quires it.

The Southern Presbyterian church embraces 
the siates of Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Arkansas uis- 
iana, Texas, Mississippi, Alubama, Florida, 
Georgia, South Carolina, North Carolina and the 
Indian territory in the west of Arkansas, and has 
churches in the District of Columbia, the state of 
Ohio and possibly elsewhere. It has nineteen sy- 
nods and sixty-seven. presbyteries, including the 
presbytery of Paulo in Brazil, SouthjAmerica. 

The amount of oe ees during the 
year ending Aprill, 1580, by its 1,928 churches 
was $1,062,838. The church isconductivg mission - 
ary work in China, Greece, Italy, Mexico, Brazil 
and in the Indian territory. It has two theologi- 
cal seminaries—one in Prince E iward 
county, Virginia, and the other at Columbia, 
SouthCarolina, It is also sustaining an institution 
for the education of young colored men at Tusca- 
loosa Alabama.

A YOUNG GIRL TAKES HER 


LIFE. 


ness and Parental Iahumanity. 


New York, May 19.—Effie Person, a 
schooi girl, fourteen years of age, shut her- 
self in the-breast at eight o'clock this morn- 
ing, at her residence, No. 173 Tenth avenue 
and died almost immediately. Her excuse 
for committing so terrible a crime is that 
she believed her father suspected her of 
theft and she determined to rid him of her 
presence. Effie was a tender-hearted little 
creature and devotedly attached to her pa- 
rents and two other sisters that com prise 
the family. She was always very seositive. 
Her father, Aaron D. Person, is a book. 
keeper in a piano factory in West 
[wenty-first street. Last Friday, as he 
was about to leave the house to go to his 
place of business, he remarked that $50 had 
been been taken from his trousers pocket 
some time durine the night. There was 
much surprise among the listeners, for the 
apartments occupied by the Person family 
were on the third floor of the building and 
disc »nnected from the other tenants in the 
house by spacious hallways, so that no one 
could have effected an entrance through 
the night without breaking in the doors 
leading to Mr. Person’s room. A search was 
instituted through the different rooms, but 
no trace of the money cou'd be founce 
Chis morning Mr. Person announced tha: 
$70 had disappeared in a similar manner. 
He left for business without waiting for bis 
breakfast, announcing in anger that some 
one in his own family had taken the money 
and that be would not return until it was 
brought to light. 

Mrs. Person, not knowing what else to do, 
wrote a note to Captain McEiwaine asking 
that a detective be sent to the house. The 
note was given to Katie, her oldest 
daughter. It was then 8 o'clock in the 
morning and Katie had not been gone over 
five minutes before a pistol shot was heard 
issuing from the kitches, Mrs, Person was 
in the parlor at the time and ran quickly 
in tolearn the cause of the shot. - When 
she reached there she beheld her daughier 
Ettie lying prostrate on the floor and blood 
trickling from a bullet wound im bes breast, 
At her side lay a revolver belonging to her 
father, with one of the barrels 
discharged. The motber uttered a piercing 
shriek and fel! beside her daughter’s form, 
while she clutched her wildly and called 
hername in heartrending accents. The 
young %ne’s pale face turned to her mother 
for a moment and she opened her lips as if 
to speak. The glassy stare in her eyes be- 
tokened her near approach to death. The 
mother lifted the child’s form in her arms 
and endeavored to stop the flow of blood in 
her breast, while she asked her, in pitying 
tones, “Why did you do this, Effie””’ 

The child closed her eyes and murmured 


faintly, “Because father suspected us of 
—e the money.” Sae said no more, her 
head fell back on her mother’s knee and in 
another moment the little sufferer was 
dead. A physician was summoned, ‘but his 
services were useless, and word was at once 
sent to the coroner’s office, 
Mr. Person was found at work at his 
office desk and brought back to hig home 
by the report of the “iy. Toa reporter 
who called at noon, he -Calmly that the 
shooting was certainly an ent, the 
girl having found the pistolin a bureau 
drawer. The police coutinue the investi- 
gation, in which the lost money has 
assumed @ very prominent part. They 
consider it passing strange that Mr. Person 
should have suffered such losses without 
informing the police. Mrs, Person’s pur- 
pose in sending the note was evidently to 
avoid attracting suspicion to herself in 
leaving the house and to give no one else a 
chance to leave it, t is considered 
pe that Effie, knowing that the police 
ad been sent for and fearing that they 
were to arrest her, took the fatal step.

Paris, May 19.—The international mone 
tary conference to-day apjourned until 
June 80, to give delegates time to com- 
municate with their governments,

M. Gambetta, in the house of deputies, 
to-day, powerfully advocated the scrutin 
de liste bill. Replying to the charge of 
having ambitious views he declared that he 
had never sought to diminish the prestige 
of the executive power. The secru'‘in 
de arodniassement, be said. rendered 
all reform impossible. The adoption of the 
scrutin de liste would do away with the 
venality and corruption due to the present 
system cf voting.

Brisson, acting president, then announced 
thatthe chamber would now pioceed to 
a discussion of the clauses.

M. Gambetta opposed the 
motion fr adjournmert and the chamber 
resolved by a voie of 245 to 215 to discuss 
the clauses now.

as tothe importance of penetrating this southe 
western empire, and of s<curiag for Memphisand 
other western cities, gulf, and even s»uth Atlantic 
communications. So faras this immediate sec- 
tiou is soueerned, his system seems to embrace 
the entire Memphis and Charleston, and Kast 
Tennessee, Virg nia and Georgia railroad connec- 
tions, with the selma, Rome aud Dalton railroad, 
and the Bruuswick aud Atlantastretch. Should 
he succeed in rounding Lookout mountais, and 
connect Atlanta and Chattanooga by way of 
Rome, he will flank the State road and have an 
independent Coast connection opened up from 
Teunessee to Georgia. From the acknowledged 
ability of Colonel Cole as a railroad manager, the 
financial strength of his syndicate, the possibili- 
ties of opening up such a system of roads, which 
might sweep from Bruuswick to Texas, through 
Memphis. we can readily see how such an enter- 
prise would be a great one indeed.
